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(57) Abstract: A system and method for providing taxi patrons with a taxi-reservation system (Fig. 3) which facilitates better taxi 
service, better time utilization and financial rewards for taxi drivers who provide better service, and more efficient pricing for buyers. 
The taxi-reservation system allows patrons to rate the taxi service (390) they receive as well as pre-select taxi drivers from a pool of 
available taxi drivers. The system further enables taxi drivers to participate in a pricing scheme where customers can bid on proposed 
fares for their trips, and drivers, dispatchers or companies can bid on customers. 
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
